N Old Salem street, 
Boston, is a pictur- 
esque church ediiice, 
the 
oldest 
in town 
standing on tho orii?- 
^ 
iual site, tho stately 
steeple of which 
has 
m, 
long served as a bea- 
^ 
con for vessels enter- 
ing the harbor. 
Apart from tho inter- 
wt which attaches to the church itfeelf 
this steeple has an individual history of 
it3 own, for on the nii;ht of April 18, 
1775, the two lanterns which 
started^ 
Paul Revere on bis famous ride to Lex- 
ington were displayed from its 
upper 
windows. 
Christ Church was the sec- 
ond to be erected in the 
city, 
being 
Ouiltsii years before the famous Old 
Bouth, and its architectural beauty was 
highly praised, being regarded as ono of 
the ornamental structures of the North 
-end. 
It was erected in 1723, the archi- 
tecture 
being 
of 
the 
type 
common 
throughout New England at that period. 
Both interior and exterior are severely 
plain and monotonous, the tower alone 
possessing 
any 
claim to 
architectural 


beauty. 


Tho 
original 
steeple, 
102 
feet 
in 
height, was built after designs by one 
Charles Bulfinch, but it toppled 
over in 
the great gale of lb04, falling upor. a 
wooden 
building 
on 
Tileston 
street, 
through which it crashed, 
fortunately 
without 
injury to 
the inmates. 
The 
new tower, sixteen feet less in 
height, 
was erected by Joseph Tucker. 


The superb chime of eight bells was 
from the founOry of 
Abel 
Rudhall, of 
Gloucester, whose bells are heard through- 
out England, and were the lirst chimes 
sent to 
America 
from this 
celebrated 
foundry. 
The 
subscription for 
these 
chimes was started 
by John 
Hammock 
and 
Robert 
Temple, 
wardens of 
the 
church, in 1743, and was completed by 
Robert Jenkins and 
John 
Gould, 
also 
wardens, the following year. 
The chime 
was obtained by Dr. Cutler 
and conse- 
crated in England. 
Popular 
supersti- 
tion at the time invested the 
bells with 
the power to 
drive 
away evil 
spirits. 
The largest 
bell weighs 1545 and the 
smallest 
620 
pounds, 
the 
aggregate 
weight being 7272 pounds. 
The bells 
were hung in the old 
steeple in 
1744, 
and were the tirst to be heard in Boston. 
Each bell has a

The ancient chandeliers 
were 
pre- 
sented 
by Captain Gruchy, and 
were 
trophies of war taken from a French ves- 
sel conveyinsi them to a foreign cathe- 
dral. 
This Captain Gruchy was a native 
of the Island of Jersey. 
During the war 
between England and France his priva- 
teers captured stray merchantmen, which 
were either sent to Boston and sold or 
destroyed at sea, while the booty was car- 
ried to the Captain's mansion 
through 
an arch of brick leading up from the 
wharf in front of the residence. 
The 
entrance to this tunnel and the boats 
lying there were cleverly concealed by a 
dock built over the entrance, 
and the 
transfer of merchandise was done under 


cover of darkness. 


Several images of saints which adorn 
the origan iront were taken from a French 
ship by the privateer Queen of Hungary, 
in 17lU, and presented by the Captain. 
An ancient Bible (vinegar edition), live 
prayer books and portions of the silver 
communion service were presented 
by 
George II. and bear his monogram. 
Other portions of this service were given 
by Captain Thomas Tudor, 1724, and 
Leonard Vassall,

bowl was presented by Arthur Savage, 
in 1732. 
The clock was placed in po- 
sition in 1740, and the large Erben or-

The latter is an instru- 
ment of tine tone.

It was to him 
that Arthur Savage gave the fatal bullet 
taken from tho body of General Watren, 
who fell at Bunker Hill, and this some- 
what ghastly rcUc was long treasured by 
the dominie. 


It is said that General Gage, from a 
comfortable porch in the steeple, wit- 
nessed the burning of Charlestown 
and 
the battle of Bunker Hill. 


The interior of the church, while re- 
taining its ancient arcitectural features, 
has been greatly beautilxed and adorned. 
The Lhancel decorations are costly and 
artistic, the paintings of great 
beauty 
being the work of a celebrated 
Boston 
artist. 
Historic memories in abundance 
cluster around its time honored walls, 
and its quaint interior is well worMi a 
visit from the antiquary.—New

The first monument erected 
in 
this 
country to the memory of 
Washington 
was placed in Christ's Church in 1815, 
This was the gift of Shubael Bell, Esq. 


Underneath the church arc spacious 
vaults, and here were interred many dis- 
tinguished men, prominent among them 
bemg Major Pitcairn, the leader of 
the 
British forces which lired on tho provin- 
cials at Lexington. 
Among the hand- 
some memorials m 
Westminster Abbey 
is one in honor of this oiiicer, but his 
body in all probability still rests beneath 
Christ Church. 
When his remains were 
demanded by relatives in England 
a 
body supposed to be that of 
Pitcairn 
was iorwarded by tii: sexton, but it was 
later discovered that the remains 
were 
uuloubtedly those of Lieutenant Shea, 
who 
somewhat resembled the 
gallant 
Major, so that the monument in West- 
minster is unquestionably over the body 
of a man who died peacefully at home. 
A prayer bo jk of the Major is still in tho 
possession of a Boston gentleman,

which the following is written on the fly 
leat:

In the crypt at a period succeeding the 
Revolution were discovered the skeletons 
of a number of British oiiicers killed 
at

vice at this church, greatly to the an^ 
noyance of tho good people of the par- 
ish.

After describing in intpr^^sting de- 
tail how •Clarence E. Ward, of Cia- 
cinnati, 
with 
the aid of a rope, 
climbed - the 230-fnot stoeple of St. 
Peter's Church, Cleveland, the Lead- 
er of that city says: 
By repeating 
the 
process of passing one girdle 
above the other ho reached tho large 
ball at the top of the spire and at the 
base of the cross. 
Fifteen minutes 
were spent in getting his ropes and 
girdles over tho ball. 
Having 
ac- 
complished this feat he climbed over 
the ball, and was safely lodged at the 
foot of the cross. His first movement 
was to securely fasten the 
pulley 
through which the long rope passed 
to the base of the cross. 
Then ho 
placed both arms around the cross 
and shook it vigorously. 
From the 
street tho tall pole could be seen to 
shake to and fro, and, to the spetita- 
tors, looked as if it would not bear 
Ward's weight. 
With the agility of 
a cat, however, he mounted the cross, 
and the next moment was astride of 
the arm which pointed to the north.

Abundant rains have fallen over the 
Southwest Texas district and the suf- 
fering among stock has been cotnplete- 
ly relieved. Crops have been greatly 
benefitted. 
Many 
farmers in 
the 
orouth-stricken district planted corn in 
July, and with late fall rains will make 
good crops. 
Kecent 
rains through 
Mexicoenhance the crops of that Repub 
lie and the importation of American 
corn will soon be discontinued. 
This 
will leave Texas practically without a 
market for its enormous corn crops,and 
cattlemen are preparing to feed large 
.quantities of beef cattle with twenty 
and twenty five cent corn. 
Never in 
the history of Texas has she raised such 
a large corn crop and many farmers 
are now beginning to harvest and con- 
tract their crops while they can get 
twenty-five to forty cents per bushel. 


As an outcome of the Switchmen's 
strike on the Lehigh Valley, Buffalo 
Creek and Erie Railroads at BufTalo, 
N. Y., the incendiary's torch was ap 
plied in several places in the great yard«? 
of the Lehigh Valley road at East Buf- 
falo, and damage to the extent of S50,- 
000 was the result, A number of freight 
and passenger coaches were destroyed. 
The strikers assaulted some of the men 
in the companies' employ, and for a 
while a general riot seemed imminent. 


A family named Morgan, living in 
Hampden, Maine, were poisoned on 
Saturday, by eating potatoes on which 
paris green had been used to kill bugs. 
The father and son are now somewhat 
relieved but the mother may not re- 
cover. 
Other persons in the neigh- 
borhood who used the potatoes were 
also taken sick, but less violently than 
were the Morgans. 


The body of Samuel F. 
Kellar, 
Sheriff of Dauphin county, was found 
beside the Pennsylvania railroad track, 
east of Conewago Station, Tuesday 
morning. 
He had been to Lancaster 
attending a picnic and it is su]iposed 
he was accidentally thrown from a 
train during the night. 


Two-thirds of the town of Delmar, 
Del., was swept by fire Tuesday after- 
noon. 
More than fifty buildings were 
destroyed, among them the railroad 
•station, the post office, the Methodist 
church, and the hotel. 
No estimate 
of the loss is given.

The wheat yield will be the 
largest ever known.

g seed-wheat in a weak so- 
ution of copper, the dreaded smut can 
be averted, 
Tne sulphate of copper is 
used at the rate of one pound to 400 
pounds of wheat-seed, and is prepared 
by dissolving in warm water. 
The 
wheat should be in sacks which will ad- 
mit the water, so that all the grain may 
get the beneiit of the soaking. 
Three 
or four minutes is all the time required 
for the wheat to become 
thoroughly 
saturated, and when the sack is taken 
out of The mixture it should be placed in 
a drainmg trough to allow the water to 
escape. 
When the water in the barrel 
gets too low more can be added, and to 
keep u]) the strength of 
tho solution 
more sulphate of copper should be dis- 
solved and i)oured in the barrel now and 
then. 
This is not only a remedy for the 
smut in wheat, but for all grains subject 
to this disease. 
The sulphate of cop- 
per, also .ct.own as blQe vitriol, is poi- 
sonous, and care should be taken that 
the stock get none of it, otherwise it 
might prove fatal. 
It does not seem to 
have any ill-effect on poultry and pigs. 
This remedy is in great use in the PacFdc 
States.—American Farmer. 


CALF nEAUr>iG. 


A practical Strafford?hire farmer, writ- 
ing to the British Agricultural Gazette 
says that after thirty years' experience in 
the rearing of calves on a large scale he 
has found it the most profitable branch 
of his business. 
It hardly needs to be 
added that he has made a business of it, 
that is to say, gone about it in a sensible 
and business-hke manner, studying the 
conditions of success, and 
neglectino- 
nothing likely to conduce to it. 
Some 
of his experience may be useful toothers, 
and he has set a good example worthy 
of imitation in freely giving the public 
the benefit of it. 
Oalves, this gentleman 
says, should never be allowed to lie out 
in open pastures during the first year of 
their existence, but should be brought 
into yards 
or sheds every night 
and 
allowed as much good old hay as they 
will eat. 
They should also be given the 
bucket the first thing m the morning be- 
fore they go out. 
For this fatter °pur- 
pose he mixes them a gruel made of best 
Scotch oatmeal, at the rate of about a 
penny-worth per day, mixed with half a 
gallon of water, and given in V shaped 
troughs in the open yard, not more than 
ten or twelve calves being allowed to feec 


always be sufficient to insure ready sur-». 
face drainage. 
Twelve to fourteen fecti- 
in width is sufficient. 
Making the road) 
wider has been found a needless expense. 


With those soils and subsoils specially 
well adapted to drainage, crownino- tho 
roadbed and cutting the ditches at tho 
sides will secure tho drainage; but where- 
the soil and subsoil are not favorable to 
drainage, additional measures must be 
taken. 
In the country in which I re- 
side, a gravel road has been made for 
twenty miles, near the Mississippi Rivet 
bluirs. 
This road is on a soil and a- 
subsoil decidedly gravelly, giving splen- 
did drainage, 
This gravel road is now 
eighteen years old, and has proved satis- 
factory. 
The only means taken to se- 
cure droiaage was to crown the roadbed 
a httle in low places. 
To make a gravel 
road la this way over tho greater part 
of the same country would bo a waste of 
money, for in most places tho soil is at 
black prairie loam, 
and the subsoil a. 
tenacious clay. 


^ It has been found quite satisfact Dry- 
in most localities, having a black surface 
soil and clay subsoil, 
to lay a drain of 
tile along each side, near tho edo-e of 
the roadbed. 
This has been found a 
better location than near the 
middle of 
the roadway. 
The office of the tile is 
to carry off water brought up from be- 
low rather than water sinking m from 
above. 
In some localities it is necessar/ 


to use three drains—one line of tile be- 
neath the center of the roadway, and 
one under each ditch at the side. 
It 
seems unnatuial to put the tile under the 
side ditches, but this location has been 
proved best. 


"When the roadbed is to be graveled 
or macadamized, 
the crowning 
earth 
foundation should be nicely 
smoothed 
and then rolled until quite solid. 
It ig 
well, also, in this case to put the clay 
subsoil from the ditches. on to the sur- 
face. 
"When rolled, it makes a hard, 
smooth surface, almost 
impervious to 
water, and over which v/ill flow, off to 
the ditches at the sides, the rainwatei 
that 
may sink through 
the gravel oi 
macadam. 
When the surface is to be o< 
earth only, the clay subsoil should bo 
kept underneath, and the natural soil bo 
placed on top. 
The surface £oil will 
usually afford much better drainage than 
the subsoils, 
and make a better road, 
surface.—American Agriculturist,

The Leg- 
-Islature consists of two bodies of twenty- 
four members each, the Upper House be- 
ing comjiosed of nobles who are elected 
*by voters having an annual income of 
5600, and who arc able to read 
and 
write. 'The electors of the Lower House 
must be able to read and write, and pay 
At least $0 annually in taxes.

as seven days of steaming to the south 
--iind west under bright skies, and through 
•balmy, velvety northeast 
trade winds 
usually arouse visions of verdure-clad 
•hills and tropic bowers. 
Instead of this, 
however, the peaks of Oahu, on which 
Honolulu is situated, rise bare and jagged 
.against the sky. 
They are 2000 leet 
high, and time was when they presented 
a truly tropical appearance, but of late 
years wild goats have denuded the inac- 
•cessible eastern portions of the island of 
their verdure. 
But with the aid of a 
glass a fringe of greenery is seen along 
the base of the cliffs, where the bottom- 
lands have been utilized for sugar plan- 
tations. 


Oil to the south wax d looms Molokai, 
•the island on which the lepers are ^ ee- 
•questered. 
Two or three hours' sailing, 
during which the southern extremity of 
'Oahu is rounded, and the port of Hono- 
lulu bursts into view from behind an im- 
posing 
promontory 
called 
Diamond 
Head. 
The capital city, with its 23,000 
people, lies on a partially land-locked 
bay, and rises gently Irom the 
water's 
•ed^e to the foot hills, embowered 
in 
palm and vine and a wreath of tropical

flora in eudieab vanoty, lor 
the 
enter- 
prising inhabitants have 
trantplanted 
every available tropical plant 
from all 
parts of the world. 
The city itself 
is 
quaint and picturesque, and to the Ameri- 
can eye allords a delightful novelty that 
docs not pull after months of residence. 
There is a large Chinese quarter, that for 
vciiidences are slmost invariably low and 


electric light and talks over 1300 tele- 
phones. 
It has a public library, a col- 
lege, public hospital, an elaborate pub- 
lic school system, education being com- 
pulsory, a tine State theater, a Y. M. C. 
A. building, 
good water works and a 
large paid tire depertment,equipped with 
the best machines. 
One tire company 
is composed entirely of Chinamen, and 
when it is called out other spectacular 
attractions have no charms for the pub- 
lic. 
Among other public institutions 
may be mentioned 
the 
Old 
Folks' 
Home for native ilawaiians, 
a public 
hospital and the Oahu State Prison. 


The native Hawaiians are dying out, 
as did the 
Alaories 
of New Zealand, 
and from much the same causes. 
There 
are now about 40,000 full-blooded na- 
tives on the islands, 
and about 8000 
half-castes. 
The former are decreasing 
at about the rate of two per cent, a year, 
and it is estimated thnt they will prac- 
tically disappear as a race in about thirty 
years. It is believed that 100 yearj ago, 
when Captain 
Cook 
discovered 
the 
islands, they supported a population of 
400,000 souls. 
Even the most conser- 
vative estimates place the number at not 
less than 300,000. To the simple island- 
ers of that period the discoverers were 
^supernatural beings who breathed flume 
and smoke. They believed that Cook was 
the 
great God Lono, and 
worshiped 
him as such. 
The history of the islands 
during this period reads like a Scottish 
border 
war 
tale. 
The islundcis were 
ihen at the height of their powers, phy- 
sical and mental. They were brave to an 
incredible 
degree, and generous to a 
fault. 
But Cook, after sailing away, 
came back arrogant beyond measure, and 
abused 
the hospitality of the natives, 
destroying the superstitious adoration in 
wliich he had»been held. 
A rupture oc- 
curred over Cook's attempting to recover 
a boat Btolep by some of the Kanakas. In 
the dispute one of his men killed a native 
chief. 
This infuriated them, and Cook 
himself shot a man who had hit him with 
a stone. In the struggle he was heard to 
yroan. 
This settled the subject or bis 
deityship. 
They exclaimed 
''He is no 
godi" and lulled him at the water's edge 
as he was endeavoring to escape. 
Peace 
was patched up afterward, but the down- 
fall o£ the race commenced at that time. 


In the face oi 
probable 
extermina- 
tion, and in spite of the fact that the 
native is getting crowded out between 
the plodding industry of the Chinese in 
the lower walk of life and the aggres- 
sive commercial policy of the whues, 
vet ho is h^Dvs and cheerful, apparently 


content to take what comes and alike 
recardleas of 
the value 
of money or 
what the future may have in store for 
him. 
The native Hawaiians are avcrso 
to field work, and not, aa a rule, being 
I able to hold positions requiring 
execu- 
tive or administrative ability, they are 
forced into those walks 
of life where 
neither great physical nor mental effort 
is required. 
They are very satisfactory 
as policemen, hack drivers, firemen and 
longshoremen. 
As stevedores and deck- 
hands, 
their equal does 
not exist on 
earth. 
As common sailors, boatmen and 
cowboos they show marvelous skill and 
endurance. 


The native, uncontaminatcd by foreign 
influence, is happy, 
careless, fond of 
flowers and music, full of sentiment and 
wholly untouched by sordid cares. If he 
take& a fancy to one, 
no 
favor is too 
^srreat to lav on the altar of friendship. If 
not, he will even refuse to do business 
with the obnoxious stranger. 
The love 
of flowers is a marked race characteris- 
tic, and the 
t^roup of Kanaka women 
making wreaths on the sidewalk flower 
market 
is 
one 
of 
the 
picturesque 
siiihts of Honolulu. 
As the 
women 
grow old they run to phenomenal obesity, 
and no woman is too old or too fat to 
bedeck herself in wreaths and garlands 
on such a trivial occasion as going to 
market. 
She may be .barefooted, and 
her Mother Hubbard, which is the uni- 
versal dress among the lower classes, 
may be torn, but she is not fiilly dressed 
without a jaunty sailor hat having a 
crown of natural flowers rising on the 
brim. 
The 
national 
drink 
is "sand- 
paper gin," and the national food is poi. 
[ This is a paste slightly soured, made

from the laro root. 
These roots are 
about the size of a turnip, an»! on being 
pounded, to extract the fiber, produce 
a flour, starchy in character, which is 
mixed with water and allowed to fer- 
ment. 
It is properly 
eaten with the 
fingers. 
Paste so thick that one 
finger 
only is required to capture a mouthful is 
one-finger poi. Fermenting a day longer 
it becomes thinner 
and 
requires two 
fingers to properly handle it. 
It is then 
called two-finger poi. 
Beyond the four- 
finger limit it bccomes 
unmanageable 
and requires thickening with iresh stock. 
Poi is eaten with a little salted fish as a 
relish. Itia really indistinguishable from 
common bill aticker's paste somewhat 
soured. 
The taste for it has to be culti- 
vated, but once acquired it is found an 
ideal hot-climate diet. 


The present ruler. Queen Liliuokalani, 
who ascended the throne upon the death 
of her brother. King Kalakaua, is a per- 
son of much culture and dignity, and is 
very punctilious in matters ot 
court 
eticpiette. 
She has a stipend, as Queen, 
of $20,000 per annum, to which is added 
the income of the crown lands, 
amount- 
ing to about ¡5^5,000 yearly, a sum suf- 
ficient to maintain royal state in very 
;;ood style.
